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REMARKS 

The application now has claims 38-47. Claims 1-18 and 20-22 have been canceled. 

Claims 38 and 43 have been amended for clarity. Namely, the relationships between 
width and length of the apertures, a horizontal distance between the apertures, a vertical gap 
between rows of the apertures, and a thickness of the substrate and luminosity, horizontal 
viewing angle, vertical viewing angle, depth of field and image definition have been introduced 
therein. These relationships can be found on page 14 of the specification as originally filed. No 
new subject matter has been added. 

The rejections for claims 1-18 and 20-22 will not be addressed herein as they are 
moot in view of the cancellation of said claims. 

Claim Rejections -35 U.S.C. §112 

Claims 38-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112(1) for failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. Specifically, the Examiner states that the language defining the dark 
rippled line and its position is unclear. The term "oscillating" has also been found ambiguous. 

Claims 38 and 43 have been amended to overcome this rejection. The claims now 
read that the dark rippled line is "alternating between points corresponding to a top of an aperture 
in a lower row and a bottom of an aperture in an upper row when said image and said barrier 
screen are aligned together". The Applicant believes it should now be clearly understood that the 
dark rippled line is on the image and not on the barrier screen, and that the peaks and valleys of 
the ripple line are found at points corresponding to the top of an aperture in a lower row and the 
bottom of an aperture in an upper row in the barrier screen. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 38 and 43 are objected to for the phrasing "providing a dark rippled line 
across said computer-processed image between apertures". The Applicant believes the present 
amendment overcomes this objection. 

Claims 38 and 43 are also objected to for the phrase "wherein a width and a length of 
the apertures, a horizontal distance between the apertures, a vertical gap between rows of the 
apertures, and a thickness of the substrate are set as a function of luminosity, horizontal viewing 
angle, vertical viewing angle, depth of field and image definition, and said apertures determine a 
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position of said dark rippled line on said computer-processed image". The Applicant believes the

Claims 38-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
Patent 5,953,148 to Moseley in view of US Patent 5,949,390 to Nomura et a]. The Applicant 
respectfully traverses the rejection for the following reasons. 

The Examiner states that these references implicitly suggest that in order for the auto- 
stereo three-dimensional view to be established, the size of the apertures, the horizontal 
separation and vertical separation of the apertures in the barrier and the thickness of the substrate 
for the image medium is related to luminosity, horizontal viewing angle, vertical viewing angle, 
depth of field, and image definition. 

The Applicant respectfully submits that the Examiner has submitted no evidence to 
support this assertion. Moseley and Nomura et aL fail to teach or suggest the relationships recited 
in claims 38 and 43, In addition, the relationships have now been made explicit in the claims, 
thereby fully overcoming the rejection and eliminating any potentional ambiguity due to the 
nature of the relationships. 

In view of the foregoing, the Applicant believes the present application to be 
patentable and early and favorable notice is earnestly solicited.
